FARMERS BEING URGED : 
TO PLANT SEEDS \ 
FREE FROM WEEDS 


Cooperation of California farm pub- 
lications, newspapers and radio sta- 
tions is being sought by the Califor- 
nia Seed Council in informing farm- 
ers of the wisdom of planting only 
weed-free seed, according to a report 
of the Council’s recent meeting in Los 
Angeles. 

Weeds cause tremendous expense to 
farmers in eradication and control 
costs, the Council said, and much of 
the losses created by the presence of 
weeds can be eliminated if farmers 
would take care to plant that seed 
which conforms to high standards of 
germination and purity. ; 

Under California laws, it is possible 
for farmers to secure seed free of weeds 
if they will but read the label before 
buying and plant only that seed which 
is free of noxious weeds. All field seed 
sold for seeding purposes in this state 
must to labeled to show the percent- 
age of pure seed, percentage of weed 
seeds, percentage of germination, the 
month and year of test, the name and 
number per pound of any and all pri- 
mary noxious weed seeds present and 
the names of all secondary noxious 
weed seeds, if they are present in ex- 
cess of the limits specified in the 
law. 

The annual election resulted in Dr. 
F. N. Briggs, College of Agriculture, of 
Davis, being chosen president. Other 
officers elected are: vice president, , 
Rex Mason, San Francisco seedsman; | 
secretary, W. L. Goss, supervisor of 
seed analysis and inspection, State De- | 
partment of Agriculture, Sacramento. | 
Reports were made by Harold Ryan. 
Los Angeles county agricultural com- 
missioner, W. R. Schoenfeld, Los An- 
geles seedsman, and by Mrs. Betty 
Ransom Atwater, commercial seed 
analyst, of Los Angeles. 

The California Seed Council member- 
ship consists of representatives of the 
State Department of Agriculture, the 
county agricultural commissioners, the 
Division of Agronomy of the State Un- 
iversity, the Farm Bureau, Vocational 
Agricultural Bureau of the California 
Polytechnic School, Pacific States 
Seedsmen’s Association, California 
Hay, Grain and Feed Dealers Associa- 
tion, the official seed analysts, com- 
mercial seed annalysts, and the Uni- 
versity of California Extension Serv- 
ice. l
